gent round the. table,-wae filled with Mark- 
grafter, the famous white wine of the neigh- 
houring Grand Duchy of Baden, which was

‘wine drank in the world on the same day, as 
- qn sgna of the 'viutage of 1715, The instra- 
inental accompaniments to the songs, with o 
purdonable anachronism, were played upon 
two venerable pianofortes made in the year 
1720aind 1750, The tonaof these “ klaviere ” 
civ sid to havo been remarkably thio, but at 
the samo time exceedingly tender and retinud.
